By virtue of a just-issued de- 
cision of the Brazil-United States- 
Canada Freight Conference, Bra- 
zilian cotton goods will now be 
subject to a rate of only US$48.00 
(weight or measurement) as 
against the previous general rate 
of US$70.00.

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Big Coffee Carrier 


To Build 14 Boats 





Delta Line, Passenger and 
Freight Mover, Obtains 
A U. S. Subsidy 





One of the world’s greatest 
ocean carrier of coffee and other 
cargo, Which has been engaged in 
bringing the precious bean from 
Brazil to the United States for 
more than a third of a century, 
has just been given additional 
recognition by the United States. 
A twenty-year contract for a U.S. 
Government subsidy to the Missis- 
sippi Shipping Company, oper- 
ator of the Delta Freight and 
Passenger Line, was signed re- 
cently by Clarence G. Morse, Mar- 
itime Administrator. 

The signing took place at Mari- 
time Administration offices here. 
Mr. Harry X. Kelly, president, 


’ signed for the shipping company. 


Replacement of 14 Boats 

The new contract, negotiated 
on expiration of the former long- 
term agreement, calls for the re- 
placement of fourteen vessels. It 
also provides for a minimum of 
fifty-nine and a maximum of 
seventy-three sailings a year on 
thé two trade routes operated by 
the company. 

The construction provisions of 
the contract call for placement in 
United States shipyards of about 
US$150,000,000 to US$160,000,000 
worth of shipbuilding, at present 
estimated costs, between 1958 and 
1965 to replace eleven freighters 
of the Mississippi fleet. Replace- 
ment of three combination freight 
and passenger ships by 1967 also 
was contemplated under the con- 
tract. 

Ships Named 
The three ships carrying pas- 


| sengers, the Del Norte, Del Sud, 





and Del Mar, operate in addition 
to freighters on the Government’s 
Essential Foreign Trade Route 
20, which connects United States 
ports in the Gulf of Mexico with 
the East Coast of South America 
— Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay 
and Uruguay. 

Imports on this route include 
coffee, manganese, sisal and 
leather tanning materials. Ex- 
ports include coal, fertilizer, sul- 
phur, grain, lubricants, steel prod- 
ucts, paints and varnishes. The 
line is one of the world’s greatest 
coffee carriers.
